The advantage of holding a successful Fair for 1877, at the 
capital of our State we think is very well assured. The point of loca- 
tion, LINCOLN, the railroads centering there, make it easily acces. 
sible from the east as well as all parts of theState, with but little change,or 
re-shipment of atock or articles intended for exhibition. There are cen- 
tered at Lincoln the following railroads, viz: The Burlington & Missouri 
River Railroad in Nebraska, connecting at Piattsmouth with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad, and the Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Council Bluffs Railroad; at Omaha, with the Union Pacific Railroad, the 
Omaha and Northwestern Railroad, which connects at Blair with the 
Sioux City and Pacific Railroad; also with the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Railroad, and the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad. The 
Nebraska Railway, which extends westward to Seward and eastward to 
Nebraska City, connecting with the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad, and at Brownville, making direct connections with the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs Railroad. The Atchison and Ne- 
braska Railroad extending southward to Atchison and St-Louis. The 
Burlington and Missouri River Railroad in Nebraska also connects at 
Crete with the Omaha and Southwestern Railroad, running south to 
Beatrice; at Hastings, with the St. Joseph and Denver City Railroad, 
whieh extends southeast to St. Joseph, Missouri, and at Kearny June- 
tion with the Union Pacific, and westward. Thus every point of our 
State, and States and Territories south and west are of easy access. The 
State Board have guarantees that the usual courtesies and facilities will 
be extended to exhibitors and visitors by the railroad companies so far as 
concessions in freight and passenger tariffs are concerned. 

The hotel facilities of Lincoln are good and compare favorably with 
those of much larger cities, and the Board are assured by the citizens, 
that they will extend to visitors and exhibitors the hospitalities of their 
homes, that all may be comfortably entertained, while in attendance at 
the Fair. É 

All persons will take notice that they are at liberty to exhibit and com- 
pete for premiums, in every class except as provided otherwise in this 
Premiuni,List. Inconsequenceof theabclition of the entry teesystem, (ex- 
cept in speed ring), it is desired that every person wishing to become an

exhibitor be requested to send a list of such articles or animals as they 
desire to exhibit to the Secretary, (form of application will be found on 
second page of cover), that entries may be made and entered in the boos 
previous to the opening of the Fair. Itis desired that entries be made 
at as early a day as practicable; not only to secure accuracy in the en- 
tries, but that the Superintendents may know in advance what to expect 
in the halls, and their respective classes ; and in order to properly award 
the space that may be needed for their favorable exhibition. 

The entry book will be closed Tuesday, at 12 o’clock, noon, September 
25th, and entries not made and entered on the book, will be excluded 
from competition. 

In order that every article entered may be displayed in the proper place 
to be examined by the awarding committee, it is desirable that all such 
articles be on the ground by Monday, September 24th.

CONSTITUTION, 


BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


1. The "STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE," for the State of Ne- 
braska,is an organization created by law, with perpetual succession, 
under the provisions of “ An act for revising, amending, consolidating 
and re-enacting the civil and criminal codes, and the laws of a general 
nature of the State of Nebraska, 1873," Chapter 2, Section 8, entitled, 
« Agriculture, and amendments thereto." 

2. The officers of the Board shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Board of Managers, all of whom shall be mem- 
bers of the State Board. : 

3. The Constitution may be amended or altered at annualmeetings by 
& vote of two-thirds of the members present. i 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE. This Board shall hold at least two meetings in each year— 
one in January of each year, at the State Capital, the day to be fixed by 
the President, who shall advise the Secretary, who shall notify each mem- 
ber of the Board, by a written or printed notice, and one during the An- 
nual Fair. 

. 2. The annual election of officers of the Board shall take place at the 
January meeting, and the officers then chosen shall hold their several 
offices for one year, and until their succezaors are chosen and qualified. 

3 Itshall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Board, to call special meetings, to select the place for holding meetings,

to decide all points of order that may arise, subject to customary rules; to 
have a general supervision over the affairs of the Board.  - 

4. Itshall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents to perform all the duts 
of the President during his absence, 

5. Ifatany meeting of the Board, it shall appear that neither the 
President, nor either of the Vice-Presidents are present, then the meet- 
ing may chose a President pro tem., as also in the absence of the Secretary, 
a Secretary pro tem. may, be chosen, 

6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to record the proceedings of the 
meetings of the Board, and to take charge of all documents and papers 
usually belonging to his office as Secretary ; and also to audit theaccounts 
of the Treasurer, and to certify to the correctness thereof, and present the 
same fo the Boaad annually, at the meeting in January; to transact all 
business in the interest of the Board requiring transmittal by mail, aud 
shall annually make & report tothe President; and the Secretary shall 
receive a salary of one thousand dollars per annum, payable quarterly, 
which said sum shall be in full compensation for services as Secretary. 

7 Itshall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and receipt for all 
moneys paid into the funds of the Board, and to hold the same subject to 
the orders of the Secretary, countersigned by the President; to open an 
office on the fair grounds during the continuance of the Annual Fair of the 
Board, and collect all moneys due the Board for admittance, booth rents, 
ete., under the supervision of the Board of Managers. , Previous to the 
entering upon the discharge of his duties as Treasurer, he shall give bond 
in fhe sum of ten thousand dollars to the Board for the faithful applica- 
tion of all moneys coming into his hands by virtue of his office; said 
bond to be filed with the Secretary of the Board, with two approved secu- 
rities ; and it shallfurther be the duty of the Treasurer fo submit his ac- 
counts, with proper vouchers, in writing, annually, at least two days pre- 
vious to the meeting in January, to the Secretary, to be ‘audited and ap- 
proved by him, and the Treasurer shall receive for such services the sum 
of one hundred dollars per annum, payable annually. 

8. Itshall be the duty of the Board of Managers to endeavor to ad- 
vance the interests ofthe Board in general, and more especially in their 


immediate neighborhood, by soliciting those most calculated to promote 


the interests of the Board, to exhibitsuch animals and articles at the An- 
nual Fair, as would be most likely to result in the greatest benefit to the 
community; and it shall also be their duty to attend each meeting of the 
Board, of which they compose a part, and assist in the adoption of such 
measures as are best calculated to advance the interests of the Board and 
the publte good, 

9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to have a general 
supervision of the affairs of the organization, subject to the order of the 
Board, when in session, or the President adinterim, the law of incorpora» 
tion and these By-Laws. 

10. Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business at any meeting of the Board. 


11. No person ean enter articles or animals for exhibition, or compete 
forpremiums, except as provided by regulations, 
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1 
19. TWENTY PER CENT, of all CASH PREMIUMS awarded by the Board 
shall be RETAINED a3 ENTRANCE FEES. f 
13. Al animals, implements, untensils and machinery must be owned 
‘by the exhibitor. All agricultaral and horticultural productions must be 
raised by the exhibitor, and the productions of the present year. Ail 
articles of domestic manufacture must be made by the exhibitor. Pre- 
served fruits or vegetables must be put up by the exhibitor. 


14. Allentriesatthe Annual Fair must be made by 12 o’clock, noon, of 
thesecond day, and must specify the name and residence of the exhibitor, 
and the CLAss and NUMBER of the Lot of the premium for which he, she 
orthey compete. The book for entries shall be open for one week previous 
to the Fair. Persons living at a distance can, if they prefer, make entries 
by letter, addressed to the Secretary, stating the articles, the class, etc.,. 
in which they wish to compete. - 


15. No entry shall compete for more than one premium, except for 
Sweepstakes, besides Best Display. 

16. When the entry of the article or animal is recorded in the books of 
the Secretary, cards will be furnished with the number and class marked 
thereon, which are to be placed on the animal or article. and will admit 
them to the grounds free, and the Awarding Committee are prohibited 
from changing entries. 

17, When there is but one exhibitor competing for a premium, com- 
mittees will award a second premium only. No premium will be awarded 
unless the article or animal is deemed meritorious. 


18. Feed will be furnished to those having animals on exhibition at 
actual cost. 


19. AU animals and articles must remain in the enclosure during the 
Fair, except by permission of the President of the Board. ] 

20. . The reports of the committees awarding premiums must be made 
in writing and signed by a majority of the committee, audbe handed 
immediately to the Secretary. 


21. These By-laws may bealtered or amended by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at any rezular or special meeting of the Board. 


THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT, 


22. Shall receive all goods shipped to his eare, but they will not be 
brought on the ground, except by the owner or his agent; nor will the 
Superintendent, or the Society in any ease, be responsible for transpor- 
tation. He will direct exhibitors, on their arrival, to proper departments 
on the grounds, assign places for eneampment outside the enclosure, and 


perform such other duties as may be require ofhim by the President or 
Board of Managers.

Forhorses, Bruce's or Wallace’s Stud Book, and for cattle, 
ZEE wis F. Allen's American Herd Book, will be considered standard 
uthority, and can be found in the office of the Board of Managers. - 

The Board of Managers are authorized to examine pedigrees of stock 
ntered for exhibition, and to decide whether authentic or not, and their 
'eeision shall be final. 

22. If it be ascertained that any Exhibitor bas made, or causee to be 
aade, any false statement in regard to any animal or article exhibited ;

53. The Superintendent of Police shall detail a suitable number of his 
oree for night service, and any one employed day or night, who shall neg- 
ect the particular duty assigned him, or leave his beat without permis-

5. You may take into consideration thesymmetry, early maturing, size, 
age, feeding and other circumstances connected with the animals you may și 
judge, but give no encouragement to over-feeding. É 

` 6. Three members of each Committee will constitute a quorum. 

7. Permit no person to interfere in your deliberations, Competitorsat- 
tempting to interfere with committees will forfeit their right toa premium, 

8. Superintendents of departments are ex-officio Chairmen of their re- 
spective committees, but shall not be entitled to a vote, except in ease ofa 
tie. 

8. AH votes shall be by ballot. The animal receiving a majority of the 
votes east shall be entitled to the premium. 

10. Each premium shall be voted for separately. 

11. In case of a tie vote the Superintendent shall give the casting vote. 

12. As appeals from awards of committees are not allowed, the com- 
mittees will see the necessity of great care in rendering their decisions.

REGULATIONS. 


Believing that no State in the Union can present more natural advan- 

tages for wool growing than Nebraska, these premiums are offered as an 
"inducement to bring sheep into the State. The premiums are liberal and 
the requirements easily complied with. The natural motive power for 
manufacturing purposes, while perhaps not equal to some other States, 
is abundant. 

Premiums will be awarded and paid in cash at the January meeting of 
the Board in 1878. 

Flocks competing must be brought into, and be owned in the State be- 
tween January 1st, 1875, and January 1st, 1878, and shall not be less than 
one thousand head, must be permanently in the State, on ihe date 
of arrival, and date of award. 

Floeks in the State at the time of an annual fair held by the State 
Board, owners thereof must have samples of wool on exhibition at the 
fair, and also at least one buck and five ewes.
